Mr*  Mayor,  Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
of  Mossley  for  the  year  1954, 

The  report  contains  full  comments  on  the  vital  statistics,  and  the 
various  statistical  tables  have  been  standardised  and  placed  together  in 
the  report.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  33  per  1,000  related  live 
births  compares  with  the  provisional  rate  of  25.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  high  during  the  yearj  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred. 

In  your  efforts  to  improve  the  health  of  the  people  you  are  heavily 
handicapped  by  the  old  and  ill-designed  houses  in  which  many  of  the  people 
live.  During  the  year  you  have  made  2  closing  orders  under  Section  12  of 
the  Housing  Act  1936,  in  respect  of  houses  without  adequate  through 
ventilation,  and  X  feel  that  it  should  be  your  policy  to  do  so  on  an 
increasing  scale  in  respect  of  similar  dwellings  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
During  the  year  you  have  also  made  some  progress  in  extending  the  water 
supply  from  the  public  mains  to  dwellings  without  a  satisfactory  source  of 
supply,  and  your  policy  of  encouraging  owners  to  convert  pails  to  water 
closets  continues  to  bear  fruit. 

I  would  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  throughout  the  year, 
and  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  assistance,

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  district  is  primarily  an  industrial  one,  and  the  chief  industries 
are  cotton  spinning  and  wool  combing  and  spinning.  There  are  also  in  the 
town  a  fruit  and  vegetable  preserving  works,  a  gas  works,  a  veil  dressing 
works,  three  small  foundries,  a  furniture  manufactory,  a  wire  works,  two 
stone  quarries,  a  number  of  small  factories  engaged  in  engineering  work 
and  part  of  a  large  dye-works.  None  of  these  industries  is  injurious  to 
health. 

In  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough  there  are  several  dairy  farms.

COMMENTS  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1954?  along  with  some 
comparative  statistics  for  previous  years,  are  shown  in  the  nine  tables 
which  are  grouped  together  later  in  the  report, 

TABLE  I.  -  shows  the  birth-rate,  death-rate,  still  birth-rate, 

maternal  mortality  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  for 
1954  along  with  the  comparative  rates  for  the  five  previous 
years,  while  in 

TABLE  II.  -  the  comparative  rates  back  to  1930  are  given. 

The  birth-rate  of  15,5  per  1,000  population  compares  with  last  year’s 
rate  of  l6«2. 

The  adjusted  birth-rate  of  16.1  for  Mossley,  and  the  adjusted 
death-rate  of  11.9  are  both  higher  than  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole  (15.2  and  11.3  respectively). 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  38  per  1,000  related  live 
births  compared  with  a  provisional  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  25.5.

It  will  be  realised  that  when  numbers  are  small  considerable  fluctuations 
take  place  from  year  to  year,  and  the  average  rate  over  the  past  five  years 
is  30  per  1,000  related  live  births. 

TABLE  III.  -  shows  that  there  were  123  deaths  and  it  analyses  them  by  cause 

and  sex^  while  cancer  was  named  on  the  death  certificate  in 
14$  of  all  deaths,  tuberculosis  was  the  cause  of  two  deaths*

We  have  thus  4-8  cases  of  pulnonary  tuberculosis  on  our  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  40  of  these  cases  were  residing  at  home.  Although 
some  of  them  are  in  a  highly  infectious  state,  it  has  not  always  been 
possible  for  a  separate  bedroom  to  be  allocated  to  the  patient.  The 
re-housing  of  families  in  which  there  is  an  infectious  case  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  particularly  in  cases  where  the  family  includes  young  children, 
should  therefore  be  accorded  a  high  degree  of  priority.

CANCER, 


According  to  the  Registrar-General’s  statistics,  the  number  of 
deaths  attributable  to  malignant  growths  was  17  giving  a  death-rate 
of  1.6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  figures  for  the  last  ten

In  TABLE  VII  -  the  cancer  deaths  are  analysed  according  to  sex  and 

the  site  at  which  the  growth  occurred,  and  this  analysis 
is  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  year* 


It  is  instructive  to  consider  also  the  ages  at  which  malignant 
growths  may  cause  death,  and  the  following  table  shows  that  cancer  is 
in  the  main  a  disease  of  the  middle-aged  and  elderly  although  it 
sometimes  occurs  in  younger  people*

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  the  earlier  advice  is 
sought  when  any  suspicious  symptom  appears,  the  better  the  chance  of 
cure  should  the  case  prove  to  be  one  of  cancer,  A  doctor’s  advice 
should  be  sought  about  any  of  the  following  symptoms s- 

1,  A  painless  lump  in  the  breast. 

2,  A  discharge  or  bleeding  from  the  nipple. 

3*  Any  irregular  or  unusual  bleeding  from  the  womb 
(especially  after  the  change  of  life), 

4*  A  sore  place,  especially  in  the  mouth  or  on  the  face  which 
does  not  show  signs  of  healing  in  three  weeks*

5.  Bleeding  from  the  bowel  (this  may  be  caused  by  piles  but  it  is 
wise  to  make  sure). 

6.  Any  unusual  change  in  the  bowel  habits. 

7.  Blood  in  the  urine. 

S.  A  persistent  indigestion  with  loss  of  appetite. 

9#  A  persistent  cough  or  hoarseness  which  lasts  more  than  four  weeks. 

10.  Difficulty  with  swallowing. 

11.  Any  increase  in  size,  deepening  in  colour  or  bleeding  of  a  wart  or 
mole. 

These  symptoms  do  not  necessarily  mean  cancer,  but  they  should,  in  any 
case,  be  promptly  investigated  and  remedied.

IN  THE  AREA. 


HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

There  are  no  hospitals  of  any  type  in  the  area, 

(1)  GENERAL  -  The  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  control  all  the 

hospitals  which  night  servo  the  Mossley  area,  i.e.,  the  Manchester 
General  Hospitals,  Under  the  same  Regional  Board  but  controlled  by 
the  Ashton,  Hyde  and  Glossop  Hospital  Management  Committee,  are  the 
Ashton-under-Lyne  General  Hospital  (Infirmary  and  Lake  Sections)  and 
the  Hyde  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

Mossley  residents  can  and  do  use  both  Ashton  and  Manchester  General 
Hospitals, 

(2)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  -  Hyde  Hospital  continues  to  take  cases  from 

Mossley $  but  no  charges  are  now  made  for  this  service. 

(3)  MATERNITY  -  Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Lake  Hospital,

(4)  SMALLPOX  -  The  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  Bury,  would  take  any  cases 

of  smallpox. 

(5)  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA  -  Cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  received  afc 

Hyde  Hospital. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  which  were  formerly  under  the 
control  of  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Sanatorium  treatment  where  necessary  is  provided,  and  the  Chest 
Clinic  is  in  Lees  Street,  Ashton-under-Lyne.  Times  for  attendance  aret- 
Tuesdays  at  2  o'clock  and  Wednesdays  at  10  o'clock  and  children  only  on 
Fridays  at  2  o'clock.  There  are  additional  sessions  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Tuesdays  in  the  month,  at  6  o'clock. 

LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  SERVICES . 


Mossley  is  one  of  the  five  constituent  districts  of  Health

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1954* 

DRAINAGE. 

54  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  public  sewers  during  the  year* 
Private  drain  connections  are  examined  prior  to  filling  in,  and  all 
connections  to  the  public  sewers  are  made  by  the  Corporation,  or  by 
contractors  under  the  supervision  of  the  Corporation. 

A  branch  sewer  in  Micklehurst  Road  became  blocked  and  in  the  course  of 
clearing  the  blockage  it  was  found  that  the  sewer  was  causing  pollution  of 
a  nearby  water  course,  which  is  in  culvert  at  this  point. 

As  the  defective  sewer  passed  under  a  building  it  was  decided  to  seal 
off  this  portion  and  to  lay  instead  a  short  length  of  sewer  connecting 
directly  with  the  main  sewer. 

Approximately  120  houses  situated  in  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough  are 
not  connected  with  the  public  sewers. 

RECONSTRUCTION  OF  SEWAGE  TREATMENT  WORKS.

The  work  of  reconstruction  was  commenced  early  in  the  year  and  until 
about  the  middle  of  June  the  Contractors  were  employed  in  clearing  the  site 
of  accumulated  sludge  and  in  making  way  for  new  construction.  Thereafter  a 
commencement  was  made  at  the  lower  end  of  the  new  works  in  excavating  for  the 
Humus  Tanks,  32-feet  deep,  and  for  the  Sludge  Lagoons  and  Bacteria  Beds. 

Throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year  adverse  weather  delayed  progress 
considerably  and  the  programme  arranged  was  slowed  up  appreciably.  By  the 
end  of  the  year,  however,  several  of  the  new  Sludge  Lagoons  had  been  formed 
and  the  Humus  Tank3  had  been  excavated  and  concreted.  Some  unexpected 
difficulties  arose  due  to  the  exceptionally  waterlogged  nature  of  the  ground, 
and  this  called  for  alterations  in  the  original  design  in  certain  details. 

By  early  December,  most  of  the  deep  excavation  work  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
site  had  been  completed  and  work  progressed  more  steadily.  A  commencement 
was  then  made  in  the  construction  of  the  two  new  large  Bacteria  Beds. 

Having  regard  to  the  exceptional  weather  and  to  unforeseen  difficulties 
encountered,  progress  during  1954  was  satisfactory  and  there  is  every  prospect 
of  an  improvement  during  1955© 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  DISINFESTATION  etc. 


Disinfections  have  been  carried  out  after  six  cases  of  infectious 
disease a  Disinfections  have  also  been  carried  out  after  three  deaths 
from  non- inf ecticus  disease.  Rooms  occupied  by  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  are  disinfected  in  cases  where  the  patients  are  removed 
to  sanatoria  and  in  cases  which  terminate  fatally.  In  other  cases  a 
charge  is  made  towards  the  cost  incurred.  Disinfection  of  bedding  etc. 
is  carried  out  at  the  Corporation  Depot,  Scout.  The  apparatus  consists 
of  an  Alliot  &  Paton’s  High  Pressure  Steam  Disinfector. 

Householders  who  reside  within  the  district  are  supplied  with 
carbolic  disinfectant  for  domestic  use  free  of  charge, 

A  man  is  in  attendance  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
afternoons  and  Saturday  mornings. 

13  privately-owned  houses  have  been  disinfested  after  complaints 
of  vermin.  The  method  employed  was  to  spray  the  houses  thoroughly  with 
,,Vermicinen  and  to  follow  this  by  fumigation  with  sulphur  candles,  which 
were  allowed  to  burn  for  a  period  of  six  hours.  This  work  was  carried 
out  by  the  Corporation  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  concerned, 

SCAVENGING  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE . 

There  are  3204  movable  ashbins  and  127  dry  ash  pits  in  use  within 
the  Borough?  In  the  greater  part  of  the  district  bins  are  emptied  each 
week  and  the  contents  removed  to  the  Corporation  tip  at  Little  Mill. 
Refuse  is  also  removed  from  a  part  of  the  Added  Micklehurst  area,  the 
premises  served  being  those  whose  owners  have  agreed  to  meet  the  cost 
of  collection.  The  remaining  premises  are  in  isolated  situations  where 
local  disposal  is  practicable.  Approximately  1,800  motor  loads  of 
household  refuse  are  dealt  with  each  year,  equivalent  to  about  45  tons 
per  week.  A  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  tip  by  local  builders,  etc. 

Under  Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council 
have  undertaken  from  the  20th  February,  1951,  to  provide  bins  for 
household  refuse  at  an  annual  charge  of  three  shillings  each.  The 
number  of  bins  provided  under  this  arrangement  is  now  692. 

There  are  I84I  fresh  water  closets,  137  waste  water  closets  and 
2187  pail  closets.  The  number  of  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system  is 
1571.  There  is  a  weekly  collection  from  the  pail  closets,  and 
approximately  600  pails  are  removed  to  the  Corporation  Depot,  cleaned 
and  disinfected  each  week.  The  night  soil  is  mixed  with  a  suitable 
absorbent  and  disposed  of  as  a  fertiliser. 

The  number  of  fresh  water  closets  has  increased  by  1 12,  Under 
Section  47  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  has  made  a 
contribution  of  eight  pounds  in  31  cases  in  which  a  fresh  water  closet 
has  been  substituted  for  a  pail  or  waste  water  closet.  The  work  is 
undertaken  voluntarily  by  owners,  and  538  now  water  closets  have  been 
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provided  under  this  scheme  since  its  adoption  in  July,  1945*  In  addition* 
five  pail  closets  have  been  replaced  by  water  closets  as  part  of  improvement 
schemes  carried  out  under  the  Housing  Acts*  1949  -  54* 

SALVAGE . 

The  salvage  of  waste  materials  has  continued  during  the  year.  The 
following  table  shows  the  weight  and  value  of  the  materials  sold*  with 
comparable  totals  for  the  previous  year#  The  amount  of  waste  paper 
collected  has  increased  by  about  a  quarter#

NUISANCES. 

228  informal  notices  and  14  statutory  notices  have  been  served  and 
215  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

In  three  cases  it  was  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances*  and  in  each  case  a  Nuisance  Order  was  granted  and 
complied  with.  In  one  case  a  fine  of  ten  pounds  was  imposed. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES  etc. 


There  are  no  offensive  trades  established  in  the  district. 

The  trade  of ‘'veil-dressing'1'  is  carried  on  at  a  factory  in  the 
Borough.  An  offensive  atmospheric  smell  is  produced  during  the  process 
of  drying  the  veils  (calf-stomachs) .  The  premises  are  inspected 
monthly. 

The  registration  of  Old  Metal  Dealers  has  been  brought  into  force 
by  the  Old  Metal  Dealers  (No. 4)  Order  1953,  made  by  the  Homo  Office 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907.  Three  dealers  are 
registered. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT  1951. 

The  Council  have  registered  one  premises  where  rag  flock  is  used. 
One  inspection  was  made  during  the  year.  There  are  no  premises  used 
for  the  manufacture  and  storage  of  rag  flock. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS,

PART  VIII  OF  THE  ACT. 

OUTWORK. 

There  are  35  outworkers  in  one  of  the  classes  of  work  specified,  viz., 
making  wearing  apparel. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  is  a  sufficient  and  satisfactory  supply  of  water  in  the  Borough. 
The  supplying  Authority  is  the  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield 
(District)  Waterworks  Joint  Committee,  of  which  the  Borough  is  one  of  the 
constituent  authorities.  The  water  is  upland  surface  water,  filtered  and 
subjected  to  chlorination  as  required. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  water  going  into  supply  were  made  by 
the  supplying  authority^  these  samples  were  all  reported  to  be  excellent. 

Water  is  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  3*665  dwelling- 
houses  with  a  population  of  10,152  (estimated). 

During  the  year  a  new  main  300  yards  in  length  was  laid  at  Huddersfield 
Road,  and  the  water  mains  were  extended  to  supply  all  new  houses 0  There 
still  remain  57  houses  with  an  estimated  population  of  153  which  are  not 
supplied  from  the  public  mains. 

Eight  bacteriological  examinations  wore  made  during  the  year  of  six 
private  supplies $  four  were  reported  unsatisfactory.  It  is  planned  to
